Can’t Get Records Ear- 
lier From Senate 
Group Also Investi- 
gating Joint Council 
Vote for Gibbons.

WASHINGTON, July 23—The 
court-appointed board of moni- 
tors of the Teamsters Union 
will conduct hearings here 
Aug. 11 in its investigation of 
charges that an election held 
by Teamsters Joint Council 13 
in St. Louis last Jan. 15 was 
rigged. 

The ‘three-member panel, 
headed by Martin F. O’Dono- 
ghue, a representative of the 
United States district court, 
announced its decision to hold 
hearings late yesterday follow- 
‘ing a two-day conference on 
various Teamsters matters. 

The board decided not to act 
on the disputed St. Louis elec- 
tion more immediately, a 
spokesman said, because rec- 
ords of Teamsters Joint Coun- 
cil 13 and Carnival Workers 
loca] 447 are not available at 
this time. 

Subpenaed by Senators. 

Records of both union or- 
ganizations have been subpe- 
naed by the Senate rackets 
comittee, which is looking into 
the same charges of election- 
rigging and has asked key wit- 
nesses, including Teamsters in- 
ternational vice president Har- 
old J. Gibbons of St. Louis to 
make themselves available for 
questioning Aug. 4. 

In the St. Louis election, 
Gibbons ‘was. elected council 
president by a vote of 76 to 71 
over his opponent, E. E. (Gene) 
Walla. Walla has contended 
that votes of seven Carnival 
Workers were counted im- 
properly. The Teamsters in- 
ternational executive hoard re- 
jected Walla’s appeal July 1. 

Florin J. Bartosic, O’Don- 
oghue’s executive assistant, 
said yesterday the Senate com- 
mittee’ had informed the Team- 
sters monitors that it prefer- 
red to deny the monitors ac- 
cess to the union records while 
the Senate inquiry is in 
progress. 

When the Senate committee 
was looking into the affairs of 
Teamsters local 107 of Phila- 
delphia several weeks ago, Bar- 
tosic recalled, the board of 
monitors did have access to 
union records while the com- 
mittee had them. 

Witnesses Not Yet Listed. 

Bartosic said the board had 
not decided what witnesses 
would be called in the St 
Louis inquiry. Those sub- 
penaed by the Senate commit- 
tee include, in addtion to Gib- 
bons, Harry Karsh, business 
agent, and Vernon F. Kohrn, 
president of Carnival Workers 
local 447. 

The investigation by the 
Teamsters board of inquiry 
was initiated after O’Donoghue 
expfessed dissatisfaction with 
the way the Teamsters execu- 
tive board handled the Walla 
appeal. Gibbons is the execu- 
tive assistant and right-hand 
man of General President 
James R. Hoffa. 

Other members of the court- 
appointed board of monitors 
are Godfrey Schmidt of New 
York, representing rank-and- 
file Teamsters, and L.N.D. 
Wells Jr. of Dallas, Tex., repre- 
senting the international offi- 
cers. 

The board of monitors an- 
nounced yesterday that it had 
requested an audit of the books 
of Teamsters Local 245 at 
Springfield, Mo. It said the 
audit request had been ap- 
proved by the international 
union, The Local 245 inquiry is 
not related to the St. Louis 
election dispute.

“It is up to us to determine 
what type of plan would be 
best suited to elimination of 
mutual problems within con- 
stitutional limitations. Gov- 
ernment in the area has not 
kept pace with scientific and 
mechanical progress.’ 


Discussion of Survey. 


Purteet addressed his re- 
marks to the freeholder board 
as the group began discussion 
at its regular weekly meeting 
of the report of the Metro- 
politan St. Louis Survey, 
which analyzed major prob- 
lems of the area and suggested 
several possible methods for 
co-ordination of intergovern- 
mental operations. 


Yesterday's discussion was 
limited to the problem of traf- 
fic and related problems. No 
conclusions were reached, but 
a difference of opinion among 
board members as to how 
much authority should be giv- 
en any central governing 
agency was indicated. 


Sidney R. Redmond, board 
member at whose request the 
Survey report was brought up 
for formal discussion, ques- 
tioned the “feasibility” of 
granting to a central agency all 
the cers | over traffic re- 
commended by the Survey. 

He agreed the central agency 
should have authority to de- 
velop a master traffic ‘control 
plan for the area and designate 
and assume control over a sys- 
tem of arterial roads and 
streets. 

However, Redmond said he 
believed authority for construc- 
tion of new roads, streets, via- 
ducts and bridges as part of 
the arterial system; responsi- 
bility for maintenance, clean- 
ing and lighting; control over 
traffic regulation, and develop- 
ment of a co-ordinated system 
of major off-street parking fa- 
cilities might best be left to 
individual communities, 

Redmond expressed assur- 
ance the individual municipali- 
ties would co-operate with the | 
central agency in these fields. | 

Malden Man’s Warning. 

Veryl L. Riddle, city at- 
torney of Malden and the out- 
state member of the board ap- 
pointed by Gov. James T. Blair. 
warned Redmond, “You'll 
never get uniformity of traffic 
regulations through agreement 
by the various municipalities.” 

Fred Kallmayer, former 
planning commissioner of Ball- 
win, who also testified at the 
hearing, told the committee 
the basic problem of the city- 
county area is lack of unified 
control over traffic, police and 
fire protection, health and wel- 
fare activities and land use. 

He advocated public owner- 
ship of the transit system and 
reservation of curb traffic 
lanes for busses. He also said 
there should be more major 
one-way streets in St. Louis 
and many fewer stop signs. 

The final hearing by the 
committee on traffic and re- 
lated problems will be tomor- 
row in the County Council 
chamber at Clayton. Repre- 
sentatives of the Auto Club of 
Missouri, St. Louis Plan Com- 
mission and city and county 
officials will be heard.

Reasons For Action. | 


What has happened in re-| 
gard to Lebanon is this: | 


On Monday, July 14, the law- 
ful government of Iraq was 
violently overthrown. On the 
same day a comparable plot | 
against the kingdom of Jordan 
was discovered and barely 
thwarted. The government of | 
Lebanon which had already for | 
some months been subjected | 
to indirect aggression from 
without, appealed to the United 
States for instant assistance. 


In the light of the develop- 
ments in neighboring Iraq and 
Jordan, it felt that nothing 
less than immediate help would 
make it possible to preserve 
the independence and integrity 
of Lebanon. The United States 
responded to this appeal. We | 
knew that the plea was based 
upon solid facts that showed 
that Lebanon was gravely 
menaced. 


Surely, it is not “aggression” 
thus to help a small nation 
maintain its independence. 


You speak of “armed con- 
flict in the Near or Middle 
East.” There has been the 
bloody coup in Iraq, the plot 
to assassinate those who 
compose the government of 
Jordan, and the civil strife 
in Lebanon fomented from 
without. Otherwise, I know 
of no “armed conflict.” Un- 
less those of aggressive dis- 
position are far gone in folly, 
they would not start war be- 
cause Lebanon, with a popu- 
lation of about 1,500,000, is 
helped to maintain ita in- 
tegrity and independence. 
The real danger of war would 
come if one small nation 
after another were to be en- 
gulfed by expansionist and 
aggressive forces supported 
by the Soviet Union. 

We do not want to see a 
repetition of the progressive 
destruction of the independ- 
ence of small nations which 
occurred during the 1930s and 
which led to the second 
World War. To be acquie- 
scent in aggression, be it di- 
rect or indirect, is not the 
road to peace. 


This does not mean that the 
United States is dedicated to a 
perpetuation of the status quo 
in the Arab world. The United 
States recognizes and sym- 
pathizes with the yearning of 
the Arab peoples for a greater 
nationalistic unity. For example, 
the United States promptly 
recognized the United Arab 
Republic, bringing together 
Egypt and Syria; as soon as it 
was apparent that the change 
was accepted by the people 
concerned and after the new 
government had undertaken to 
meet the normally applied in- 
ternational standards. 


Points To Soviet Vetoes. 
But it is one thing to change |

Such 
processes cannot be reconciled 
with a peaceful world or with

Approve Rail Loan Bill. 

Senate and House conferees 
approved last night a compro- 
mise bill aimed at easing the 
economic plight of the rail- 
roads and other parts of the 
transportation industry.

It arms the ICC for the first 
time with authority to order 
the discontinuance of a train 
crossing state lines, if it finds 
it does not serve public con- 
venience and necessity or im- 
peses an undue burden of in- 
terstate commerce.

In a case involving a group 
of California Communist lead- 
ers, the Supreme Court held | 
that organizing in relation to 
the Communist party would 
refer only to the reconstitution 
of the party in 1945, not to the 
continuing work of recruiting 
members and setting up new 
branches. The bill which now 
goes to the House would speci- 
fy that recruiting and like ac- 
tivities are included in the pro- .

Confusion by Siren 
The fright and confusion 
caused by the sounding of air 
raid sirens in Glendale and north- 
west St. Louis Thursday night

How much value would a summit ¢onfer- 
ence have if President Eisenhower opposes 
holding it, and if American policy makers 
are unwilling to negotiate a settlement of 
Middle East issues? 

This is the question that arises from the 


delays and division in framing a Western 


reply to Khrushchev’s latest, summit pro- 
posal. The United States evidently is so hos- 
tile to a summit conference of any kind that 
the British Government could wring from 
Washington-only a grudging agreement to 
meet at the U.N. if other chiefs of state 
wished it. Even this came out only after 
Prime Minister Macmillan, under great public 
pressure, forced the President's hand by 
announcing his own acceptance separately. 

In view of the coolness of both Premier 
DeGaulle and the Russians to meeting under 
U.N. auspices, the whole question may be- 
come academic. That would be a tragic dis- 
appointment to peoples everywhere who had 
hoped the world’s statesmen had been 
shocked into action by those fateful hours 
last week when the Middle East threatened 
to explode into a world war. 

> - * 

There is no question about the worldwide 
demand for a summit conference. But the 
fact should be realistically faced that there 
is little point in holding one unless the par- 
ticipants go to' the meeting determined to 
work for a settlement, and not just an ex- 
change of insults. 


Frankly, we are not at all confident that 
the Russians want a settlement in the Middle 
East. They seem to be doing quite well with- 
out one. We also regretfully doubt that 
Secretary Dulles wants a settlement. He is 
not doing so well, but he does not seem to 
know it. 

And yet it would be tragic folly for Mr. 
Dulles and President Eisenhower to accept 
a summit conference only for the purpose of 
undercutting its purpose. If they are not 
ready to negotiate, to compromise, to try for 
a settlement of the basic conflict, then they 
have no business acceding to the conference 
at all, If they accept the conference, however 
unwillingly, then it is their duty to use it for 
real negotiation in the hope of arriving at a 
fair adjustment of differences. 

Our Government has already shown far 
too much reluctance to come to grips with 
basic negotiation of basic issues, and ought 
not to risk being branded as an opponent of 
a settlement in the Middle East.

It takes two or more to settle, of course; 
but if our Government goes into a conference 
at all it should be with a determination to 
demonstrate beyond all chance of misunder- 
standing its own readiness to reach a fair 
accommodation. 

Despite the deplorable Soviet veto of the 
Japanese resolution in the Security Council, 
there is an opportunity for fruitful diplomacy 
in the Middle East. Secretary Hammarskjold 
is going ahead to do what the Japanese reso- 
lution would have authorized him formally to 
do—build up the observer force in the hope 
that American troops can then be withdrawn 
from Lebanon. Hostilities have been avoided. 
Any idea of Western attack on Iraq seems to 
have been dropped, and on their side both 
Nasser and the Russians have withheld mili- 
tary intervention. 


Thus if there is a will to negotiate, an agree- 
ment on Lebanon and perhaps even on broad- 
er issues affecting the whole area is within 
the bounds of possibility. The United States 
Government should leave no doubt that. it, 
for one, has the will to negotiate. 


Laggards Among Nursing Homes 


The six nursing homes in St. Louis county 
which have been cited for non-compliance 
with the 1957 nursing home law can hardly 
complain that they are being dealt with sum- 
marily. Under the direction of Dr. Henry 
M. Hardwicke, the State Division of Health 
has been considerate and patient. 


Almost twice the six-month grace period 
permitted the operators in the 1957 law has 
been allowed for bringing the homes into 
compliance. During that time 180 nursing 
homes have met the requirements and been 
approved and licensed. The derelictions of 
those against which action is being taken 
have to do with fire safety, nursing care and 
nutrition or sanitation standards—offenses 
which plainly cannot be tolerated indefinitely. 
Dr. Hardicke’s aim is to keep as many homes 
going as possible in order to meet a demand 
which requires them all, and more. Since so 
many other homes have complied, surely 
these can do so also, 


Freedom to Go and Come 


There are now two major passport bills in 
Congress. One is the Administration bill, 
backed by a special message from the Presi- 
dent, which would expressly give the State 
Department authority to withhold passports 
at the Secretary of State’s discretion. The 
other is a far different bill, subsequently in- 
troduced by Senator Humphrey with the co- 
sponsorship of Senators Hennings and Sym- 
ington of Missouri, Anderson and Chavez of 
New Mexico, and Morse and Neuberger of 
Oregon. 

The bill of these seven Senators would 
write into law as public policy the declaration 
of the Supreme Court in the Kent-Briehl- 
Dayton decisions that “the right to travel is 
part of the liberty of which the citizens can- 
not be deprived without due process of law.” 
This would require, to withhold a passport, a 
formal showing that the applicant was under 
indictment or sentence for the commission of 
a crime. 

Senator Humphrey and his colleagues would 
not leave the Secretary of State powerless, 
but they would make it necessary for him to 
prove his case according to fair and reason- 


able standards. One section would repudiate 


squarely Secretary Dulles’s long-continued use 
of his authority to bar the press from large 
areas of the world. Under the Humphrey 
bill the President might assert that 
areas were dangerous and that citizens of 
the United States who went into them would 
be doing so on their own 


at their own risk. But they would be free

New Campaigns to Wage 


Polio has been vanquished, but the Polio 
Foundation sees new wars to fight. Since 
the perfection of Salk vaccine, there no long- 
er is work enough for its 3100 local 
and all their volunteers, not to mention the 
headquarters staff. So the National Founda- 
tion for Infantile Paralysis proposes to stand 
henceforth simply as the National Foundation. 

That is a big name. But Basil O’Connor, 
president of the organization, sees big cam- 
paigns ahead against all the virus diseases, 
arthritis, diseases of the central nervous sys- 
tem, and congenital diseases—a field for 
a big outfit. And these are only “initial 
goals.” 

The disturbing thought arises, however, 
that the National Foundation may have to 
fight for the field against other groups which 
already occupy it before it can turn all-out 
against viruses, germs and microbes. In 
fact, Floyd B. Odlum, chairman of the Arthri- 
tis and Rheumatism Foundation, already has 
greeted it more as an invader than as an ally. 
He feels that 10 years of activity have given 
his organization certain jurisdictional claims 


and, anyway, he does not like the way Mr. i 


O’Connor works. 

Doctors know—and the victims of scores of 
diseases know even better—that there is 
much work still to be done to free man from 
his role as the heir of sickness and of pain. 
Too much energy or too much money never 
will be poured into this great humanitarian 
crusade, Yet this is not the first time that 
the thought has arisen that some of the cru- 
saders may be as interested in the satisfac- 
tions and perquisites of crusading as in the 
objects of their crusades. 

Must there be so many organizations and so 
many drives? Granted that the victims of 
polio have a special appeal for some people 
while others are more deeply touched by 
coronary sufferers. But why not a combined 
offensive. against all diseases? Overhead 
would be reduced, and competition would be 
eliminated where there should be no 
competition. 

A national committee of informed medical 
experts could distribute funds to support all 
promising research. Thus one line of re- 
search would not have to be carried forward 
on a shoestring—or even abandoned—while 
another is embarrassed by more funds than 
can be effectively used. 

The transformation of the National Foun- 
dation for Infantile Paralysis would be wel- 
come indeed if it meant such an intelligent 
consolidation of forces, and not a new phase 
of the jurisdictional war among disease- 
fighters. 


With Sugared Doughnuts 


Coffee is in a parlous way in the coffee- 
growing countries of South America, and we 
think we know at least one of the reasons 
why. Poor coffee in the cups of North Amer- 
ica. In its properly appointed state, a brew 
of coffee is pungent; thick, almost sirupy; it is 
good to look at, good to smell, good to taste, 
and, be it sworn by the crown of the King of 
Beans himself, it is good. 

There must be many North Americans who 
have forgotten, or never learned, what coffee, 
as thus defined, tastes like. They drink a 
potion of hot water into which a certain 
amount of coffee flavor has been introduced, 
almost as an afterthought. In quality it ranges 
from characterless to middling. . There are 
places where a cup is to be had which is cof- 
fee, whole coffee, and nothing but coffee; 
they are not numerous. 

Made fresh and strong and piping, coffee 
is more than a beverage; it is a boon. A cup 
of it is the perfect epilogue to a good meal; 
an ideal accompaniment for a casual interlude 
of conversation; on waking, a revelatory eye- 
opener. El Salvador, Brazil, and a dozen or 
more of the republics to the south are har- 
vesting a bumper crop. Why, then, should 
ours be any less than a bumper cup? 


The Eastland Tirade 


It is a serious matter when the chairman 
of the Senate Judiciary Committee, even 
though he happens to be James O. Eastland 
of Mississippi, attacks the personnel of the 
Supreme Court in terms of so-called “pro- 
Communist” decisions. To his credit Senator 
Morse of Oregon promptly administered a 
rebuke from the Senate floor but the East- 
land tirade has not had the widespread re- 
pudiation that is called for. 

What Senator Eastland did was to take a 
group of the most important decisions of the 
Supreme Court over the last 15 years—deci- 
sions arising because citizens had summoned 
the protection of the American Bill of Rights 
—and scale the Justices according to what he 
called “the apparent fondness of the Supreme 
Court majority for the Communist cause.” 

Senator Eastland is free’ to disagree with 


Supreme Court decisions whenever it suits - 


his fancy. Indeed he may do it all the time 
if he likes. But when he takes nine members 
of the bar of as many different states, ele- 
vated to our highest bench by three Presi- 
dents over a period of more than 20 years, 
and tags them as “pro-Communist” and “anti- 
Communist” he maligns not only the Supreme 
Court but the Senate in which he sits. For 
the Senate has confirmed every one of these 
Justices. 

Nothing could be more specious than the 
theory that a decision is “pro-Communist” 
because it protected the rights of an Amer- 
ican citizen who is also a Communist. The 
great Justice Holmes said it well in an opin- 
ion which Senator Eastland apparently has 


never read: “If there is any principle of the | 


Constitution that more imperatively calls for 
attachment than any other it is the principle 
of free thought—not free thought for those 
who agree with us but freedom for 
thought that we hate.”

How We Lost in the Middle East 


Administration Consistently Ignored Aspirations of Arab Peoples 


From The Milwaukee Journal 


The Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee is preparing to study our 
Middle Eastern policy and ask: 
Where do we go from here? It can’t 
avoid asking how we got into our 
present mess. A review of our Mid- 
dle East policies, especially as they 
affect Egypt, is vital. It is not a re- 
assuring story. 

The United States had no im- 
perialist record in the Middle East. 

It benefited from 
a reservoir of 


: good will. Some 
The Mirror of that good will 
of was lost among 


the Arabs when 
we backed the 
creation of Israel 
in an area the 
Arabs considered 
Arab. But the great fall in our stock 
in Arab lands has come in the last 
four years. 


The President says of Lebanon 
that it is our duty to.help preserve 
a legally constituted government. 
We felt no such compulsion when 
King Farouk of Egypt asked our 
help in putting down a revolution in 
1952. We refused. 


When Mohammed Naguib and Col. 
Gamal Abdel Nasser kicked out 
Farouk, our Government gave them 
every reason to feel we were sympa- 
thetic. The Naguib-Nasser govern- 
ment started out immediately on 
welcome and much needed reforms. 
We sent experts to help. Secretary 
Dulles visited Cairo and gave Naguib 
a silver-plated pistol—a fine symbol 
of peace and tranquility!—to show 
our esteem. 


The Egyptians asked financial 
help. Our Government showed in- 
terest. But—as Nasser said with bit- 
terness to a Journal staff correspon- 
dent in 1954—nothing was forth- 
coming except “a few sick chickens.” 
Without sufficient aid, the reforms 
slowed almost to a halt. 


Public Opinion 


In 1954 Nasser, who had ousted 
Naguib, sought American arms. 
These were promised on condition 
that agreement was reached on evac- 
uation of British troops in the Suez 
canal zone. Arms were not fur- 
nished, although agreement was 
reached on British troops. Nasser 
sought arms again after Israel at- 
tacked the Gaza strip in 1955. Our 
Government offered two proposi- 
tions—arms for dollars that Nasser 
did not have or arms accompanied 
by a military mission. Nasser felt 
politically unable to accept a West- 
ern mili mission. He turned to 
Russia and got Communist bloc arms 
for cotton. 

Our reaction was a new arms of- 
fer. It failed, but it showed to Nas- 
ser’s satisfaction that he could play 


us off against Russia. .He has ever 
since. 


The Egyptians claimed, probably 
falsely, that Russia had promised to 
help build the Aswan dam. The 
claim worked. We rushed in with 
the British to offer to do the job. 
We soon believed Russia had made 
no such offer. And Dulles rejected 
the dam plan abruptly in a manner 
that Nasser took as a personal in- 
sult. Our Government went out 
of its way to say that Nasser couldn't 
afford the dam because he spent too 
much for arms. 


Nasser’s reaction was immediate. 
He seized the Suez canal. Our Gov- 
ernment said navigation would be 
endangered by control of the water- 
way by one nation. “How about 
Panama?” the Arabs asked. We said 
Egypt couldn't run the canal. It 
has, successfully. 


In 1956 America regained much 
prestige by forcing Israel, France 
and Britain to withdraw after invad- 
ing Egypt. But much of the gain 
was lost when this country froze 
$40,000,000 in Egyptian funds. We 
rejected Nasser’s urgent request to 
buy $14,000 worth of medicines for 
refugees, 4t a time we were pulling 


all stops to help Hungarian refugees. 
We refused wheat needed by hungry 
Egyptians, in spite of our huge sur- 
pluses. We stopped the CARE pro- 
gram that was feeding 3,000,000 
Egyptian children. The Arabs were 
bitter—and again turned to Russia 
for help. 

The Eisenhower doctrine, promis- 
ing intervention in case of Middle 
East invasion by Communist forces, 
far from being welcomed by the 
Arabs, was looked upon as imperial- 
ism and unwarranted interference. 

When Syria got Soviet arms in 
1957 an American emissary rushed 
to the Middle East to confer with 
all but Syrians and Egyptians. Arms 
were rushed to Jordan. Dulles told 
the U.N. that Turkey was threatened 
by Soviet arms in the hands of the 
tiny and inept Syrian army. Turkish 
troops, with 

ericans pres- 
ent, stood on 
Syria’s borders. 

Through these 
years Nasser 
made 


rebuffed. 

Now we are in 
Lebanon, where 
U.N. officials and

Say we are not needed. Again we 
insist on status quo in an area where 
change and unity are considered the 
only hope of the Arabs. 

We have failed in the Middle East 
because our Government has ighored 
a basic fact: Foreign policy must 
take into account the aspirations and 
opinions of the people in the area 
if it is to work.

Cerebral ets Arthritis 


and Rheumatism Or a- 
tions to Continue Work. 


Local arthritis and rheuma- 
tism and cerebral palsy organi- 
zations will continue their 
work in these fields, despite 
plans announced by the Na- 
tional Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis to deal with these 
diseases, officials of the organ- 
izations said today. 

Joseph F. Kelly Jr., presi- 
dent of the Eastern Missouri 
Chapter of the Arthritis and 


Rheumatism Foundation, said 
the decision by the national 
polio organization to enter into 
the arthritis and rheumatism 
field “will wot necessarily” 
mean that the two health or- 
ganizations will be duplicating 
work against the diseases. The 
polio group changed ‘its name 
to the National Foundation. 


He said the St. Louis area 
chapter of the Arthritis and 
Rheumatism Foundation con- 
curred in the parent organiza- 
tion's decision not to merge 
with the National Foundation. 

“For one reason,” Kelly said, 
“there are basic differences in 
the methods of ‘operation of 
the two groups. For example, 
the local chapter of the 
Rheumatism Foundation has 
control of the medical program 
in its area, whereas with the 
National Foundation, control 
rests with the national head- 
quarters.” 

Edgar <A. Boedeker, presi- 
dent here of the United Cere- 
bral Palsy Association. said 
‘we don't oppose their enter- 
ing into palsy work.” He said 
the National Foundation would 
probably devote most of its 
efforts to research, whereas 
the local chapter of the Cere- 
bral Palsy Association deals 
primarily with patient care. 

The National Foundation con- 
ducts its own fund-raising cam- 
paign through the “March of 
Dimes” drive.

A 
specified command differs 
from a unified command in 
that it is a command of one 
service, such as the S.A.C. of 
the Air Force, or the Atlantic 
Command of the Navy. Like 
a unified command, it reports 
to the joint chiefs rather than 
to its service. 


Wanted Unified Command. 


‘It should be noted that the 
organization of a specified 
command, as distinguished 
from a unified command, was 
carried out against the desires 
of both the Navy and the Joint 
Chiefs. They wanted a unified 
command. Internationa] politi- 
cal considerations dictated the 
specified command. 


The Middle East command, 
has been on the planners’ 
books for a long time, but has 
not previously been activated. 
The commander in chief, East- 
ern Atlantic and Mediterran- 
ean, was always commander 
designate of the specified com- 
mand, Middle East. 


The lack of a staff composed 
of officers of all services will 
‘somewhat hamper the joint 
operations. Few senior officers 
of the services today have had 
enough experience with the 
other services to be fully 
aware of their limitations and 
capabilities. This hinders mak- 
ing the best use of their spe- 
cial capacities. 

In Lebanon, one can be sure 
that there is no lack of inter- 
service co-operation. There is 
always the most loyal and com- 
plete co-operation in the field 
among the services. It is in 
Washington, where policy de- 
cisions that will affect the fu- 
ture of each service are made, 
that every move is watched 
with a suspicious eye.

There will soon be embar- 
rassment and worse all around 
if an acceptable and workable 
'plan of withdrawal is not 
found. Europeans are aware of 
what the American reaction 
‘will be with an election in 
‘America around the corner 

while the marines are still sit- 
ting in Lebanon. Nasser and 
Khrushchev would be the only 
beneficiaries of such a stale- 
mate. In the West and in the 
Mideast it would compound the 
disillusion and distrust that

U.S. Economy Today 


PROFIT SQUEEZE AND U.S. TREASURY 


By Sam 


Dawson 


_NEW YORK, July 23 (AP) — No one could be more 


pleased than Uncle Sam that some corporations here and 


there are reporting their profits are a bit healthier now than 


earlier in the year. 


And if more companies call 
back laid off workers and re- 
sume withholding part of their 
paychecks for tax purposes, he 
won't complain one bit. 


The profit squeeze on Ameri- 
can business is showing up 
quite clearly at the Treasury. 
Tax collections aren’t what 
they should be. 

THE MIDDLE EAST UP- 
heaval with all its uncertainty 
isn’t helping a bit as far as 
any hopes of cutting back on 
Government expenditures go. 
Whether it will help Govern- 
ment collections by giving 
some industries more sales, 
eithtr Government or civilian, 
and more profits is yet to be 
seen. Declining profits to tax 
and slimmer withholding tax 
collections have left the Treas- 
ury today with a much bigger 
deficit than first expected. The 
prospects are for even bigger 
deficits ahead. 


UNCLE SAM’S FINANCIAL 
embarrassment has been duly 
noted in both the stock and 
bond markets. Stock traders 
reason that growing Treasury 
deficits may lead to more in- 
flation and this in large meas- 
ure has offset their awareness 
that shrinking profit margins 
have trimmed some dividend 
rates, eliminated others, and 
threatened still more. Bond 
traders reason that repeated 
trips of the Treasury to the 
money market to float new is- 
sues will increase the over-all 
supply and weaken interest 
rates. Further inflation also 
is likely to make stocks look 
like better investment than 
bonds. That is one of the rea- 
sons that first the United States 
Treasury stepped into the gov- 
ernment bond market to sup- 


port its recent issues and fater 
the Federal Reserve Board let 
it be known that it stands 
ready to do the same thing 
when necessary. The Treas- 
ury’s problem doesn’t mean 
that any Government bonds— 
savings or marketable varie- 
ties—aren’t still the safest in- 
vestment in the land. They 
are. It just means that until 
corporate profits and individ- 
ual incomes pick up—or until 
some miracle halts the cold 
war—the money managers will 
have to walk carefully. 
WHAT THE COMBINATION 
of the industrial recession and 
the launching of the Sputniks 
has done to the Treasury is 
shown in its latest report on 
the fiscal year ended three 
weeks ago. In January, before 
the recession picked up speed, 
the Treasury hoped to collect 
72% billion dollars. It missed 
its guess by more than three 
billion. It expected to spend 
72% billion and actually 
trimmed that a little, but not 
enough and ended in the red 
by more than 2% billion. But 
defense spending is rising now 
and the deficit for the current 
fiscal year may be 10 to 12 bil- 
lion dollars. There is little hope 
that increasing business profits 
and personal incomes will be 
able to make much of a dent 
in that. On the business side, 
the hoped for pick up in activi- 
ty after Labor day will run 
into one of business’s biggest 
problems—the steadily rising 
pressure of operating costs. Un- 
less companies can lick that, 
the squeeze on profits will con- 
tinue. And the resulting sor- 
row will be shared about equal- 
ly by the stockholders and the 
United States Treasury.

Faubus’s appeal claimed per- 
sonal bias on the part of 
Davies, .

“Regardless of the heights 
of emotion and public interest 
or curiosity,” the petition con- 
cluded, “and regardless of the 
notoriety given the partici- 
pants, there can be no justifica- 
tion for disregarding statutes 
. . . the observance of which 
would have gone a long way to- 
wards ameliorating the great 
¢smage to racial relations that 
has resulted from the precipi- 
tate outcome of the case.” 

Pope said he did not expect 
the Supreme Court to act on 
the petition until October. 
The court now is in summer 
recess. 

Faubus’ petition also con- 
tended that Davies’s order 
against Faubus and National 
Guardsmen stated no cause of 
action.

The Soviet 
reply said the plane intention- 
ally violated the Soviet Union’s 
air space and requested that 
the plane’s crew be punished. 

United States officials said 
they doubt there will be a 
United States answer to the 
latest Soviet note and com- 
pensation will be requested re- 
gardless of the Soviet stand- 
point. 

Moscow rejected the United 
States protest as unfounded 
and inappropriate, and charged 
the United States Government 
with “flagrantly distorting the 
facts.”

WASHINGTON, July 23 (AP) 
—The House overrode admin- 
istration objections today and 
passed a bill extending for 
another year the farm surplus 
disposal program. The meas- 
ure now goes to conference 
with the Senate to compro- 
mise conflicts between the two 
branches. Republican efforts to 
force a roll call wére unsuc- 
cessful, and passage was by a 
195 to 52 standing vote. . 

The bill, renewing the 1954 
agricultural trade development 
and assistance act, is a key- 
stone of the administration 
farm program. It provides for 
sale abroad of farm surpluses 
for foreign currencies, and au- 
thorizes 1% billion dollars to 
carry out the program.

ONE OF the most unusual 
bidding sequences at the re- 
cent West Point Champion- 
ships came on today’s hand, 
which Jack Van Gelder and 
Alfred Ruttenberg met in the 
open pair event. Jack made 
a Stayman response of three 
clubs on a two-card suit and 
when it was doubled and re- 
doubled, he stayed with it. 
He made his contract with an 
overtrick for top on the board. 

“My partner and I won the 
open pairs,” Jack writes, “and 
this little gem aided our 
victory.” 

When North opened two no- 
trump, South saw that hearts 
would probably be a better 
game contract than no-trump 
if North had a four-card heart 
suit, so he bid three clubs, the 
Stayman Convention, asking 
partner to show a major suit 
if he could. West doubled, 
asking partner for a club lead, 
and North redoubled. 

“When partner redoubled,” 
our friend explains, “it ap- 
peared as though the three- 
club contract could be made 
on sheer power, and the result 
proved it.”

CRITICS ARE CATCHING HELL AGAIN. In The 
Reporter, Eric Sevareid, one of the few guys who is big 
_and strong enough to do it, has delivered a biast en- 
) titled “A Harsh Word for 
Critics." One harsh 
word? There were hun- 
dreds of ‘em, Earlier, 
of course, Bobby Sar- 
noff belted us. 
There'll undoubtedly be 
others before this thing 
blows out to sea. These 
things run in cycles. 

It all brings to mind 
the remark Caswell 
Adams used to make 
when he'd wander up to 
the bar at Bleeck’s: “I 
want a dry Martini, a 
blank check and a kind 
word.” We're terribly in 
need of a kind word, we 
critics. 

“How many, writers 
who haven't read a play 
since Booth Tarkingten’s 
‘Seventeen’ are posing as 
eritics of TV drama?” asks Sevaried. (Since who?) “How 
many lady journalists who never covered the city council 
are telling TV news departments how they should cover 
the national conventions?” (Those are the gentler critics, 
the ones who haven't covered the city council. Look out 
for the ones who have covered the city council; they’re 
murder.) 

“How many boy graduates who can’t tell a test tube 
from a peavey hook are instructing TV networks in the 
right and the wrong of their science programs?” (What 
science programs?) “How many nice guys who can 
just whistle the first bar of four popular refrains are 
reacting quite positively in print to the operas and musical 
comedies on the little screen?” (He can’t mean me; I 
can whistle the first two bars of five popular refrains.) 


ERIC SEVAREID 


Sevareid’s point is that the papers would have 
a terrible time if they were subjected to the daily 
carping that television undergoes or as he puts it, 
“the fantastically irresponsible, inconsistent pulling 
and hauling.” He has something there. However, his 
suggestion for a cure won’t wash. He suggests we use 
our regular drama editor to review TV drama, and 
get the school editor to review educational programs, 


the science man to look at science shows, and 
so forth. 


A year or so ago, that might have made some sense. 
Now there are almost no dramatic shows that deserve re- 
viewing and practically no educational or science shows 
at all. In fact, all of Sevareid’s arguments are in danger 
of being simply outdated. 

One day while a guy from TV is bewailing the unfair 
criticism of his medium, he may look up and find we 
have all stolen away because there is nothing left to 
criticize. Already TV fiercely resists criticism — not be- 
cause it demands too much expertise on the part of 
the columnists, but because television is beginning to 
resemble a church social, neither bad enough nor good 
enough nor anything enough to require comment. What 
in hell do you need a critic for to pass judgment on 
“Haggis Baggis?” 


Down In Florida, the TV columnist of the Orlando 
Sentinel got just fed up enough te recommend that 
his viewers go to the movies rather than sit home 
and look at repeats of old television shows. That’s 
the way the cookie crumbles, fellows. This critic 
is cutting his own throat but still he’s telling the 

‘ customers to get out of the house. 


Frankly, I think television has been subjected to some 
unfair and inept criticism and above all too much criti- 
cism, particularly against those shows whieh have aimed 


high. Sometimes it seems that the higher the aim, the 


greater the sniping. But criticism is high compliment 
in itself; it presumes that the medium being criticized 
is entitled to opinion. 

If there is much more of the blatantly commercial 
vulgarization of programming, there will be no need for 
any more blasts from Sarnoff and Sevareid at critics 
because there won't be any critics. And television will 
miss ws.

BEIRUT, Lebanon, 
July 11 (Delayed) 

YOU WOULD KNO by 
looking at Abdullah the taxicab 
driver that he was either an 
ex-cop or an ex-sergeant in the 
army. - 

Wherever he is, he carri 
himself with an air that he be- 
longs there—that he is fully 
authorized if not actually in 
charge. On occasion he uses an 
Arabic phrase that means “I 
am authorized to pass.” The 
response of a traffic ppliceman 
or an army sentry usually is a 
respectful salute and a wave to 
go on through. 

Abdullah was the perfect 
driver for a completely un- 
authorized two-day trip from 
Beirut to Homs, in Syria, south 
to Damascus and back across 
the frontier into Beirut — a 
route neither the United Na- 
tions Observation Group in 
Lebanon nor United States dip- 
lomatic officials have -been 
able to take since the Lebanese 
rebellion broke out in early 


ay. 

Abdullah is both an ex-ser- 
geant and an ex-cop. He ran 
away from home early in World 
War II to join the British army 

‘in North Africa. After fighting 

in the battles of Tobruk and 
El Alamein, he suddenly said 
to himself: “Why I fight for 
other country when Lebanon 
my country?” He deserted at 
Bengazi, walked and _ hitch- 
hiked home, slipping illegally 
across all the intervening bor- 
ders, and received a tearful 
welcome from his old mothen 
at his home village in the Leb- 
anese mountains. 

His later career as a police- 
man ended in 1982, when Ca- 
mille Chamoun was elected 
President after a bitter opposi- 
tion movement had forced the 
resignation of his predecessor. 
Abdullah was a victim of the 
spoils system and took to taxi- 
cab driving. If the present op- 
position wins, he wants to go 
back to police work for just 
one year, He has been keeping 
his eyes and ears open and has 
some scores to settle. 

Early in the morning Abdul- 
lah was ready with his black 
1956 De Soto. In an inside 
pocket he had a special pass 


issued by Kamal Jumblatt, 
leader of the rebel Druze 
tribesmen, at his fortified 


castle in the mountains south 
of Beirut. 

Not far out of Beirut, on 
the road to Homs via the an- 
cient city of Baalbek, was the 
first of a series of army check 
points — barbed wire road- 
blocks where soldiers checked 
identification papers and asked 
the purpose of each trip. 

“Is better you say you visit 
Baalbek to see ancient ruins,” 
Abdullah advised as the taxi- 
cab approached the first of 
the roadblocks. Each time the 
sentry waved the cab on. 

This was a first trip for 
Abdullah, too, since the trou- 
ble began, but he sensed some- 
thing special about the road- 
block at the Shtura junction, 
where the Homs and Damascus 
roads separate. As he ap- 
proached the barrier, with au- 
tomobiles lined up waiting to 
be checked, Abdullah veered 
off to the right into a gasoline 
station, ostensibly to get fuel. 
But he kept right on going, 
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ABDULLAH ... Although the trip from Lebanon into Syria and return was completely unauthorized, he had a pass to fit 


eut the other end of the sta- 
tion, neatly detouring the 
check point, and was around 
the next bend without the sol- 
diers knowing he had by- 
passed them.
